DEADLY FLAMES. 


Seventeen Lives Lost at a Cin- 
cinnati Fire. 


ALL THE VICTIMS GIRLS EXCEPT ONE 


The Fire Got Under Control in Fifteen 
Minutes, but Too Late to Save the 
Lives of the Poor Victims- 
Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
CIncinnATI, May 21.—A fire on Sixth 
street this afternoon catised the death of 
seventeen person. It was at first thought 
only the women who jumped from the 
fifth-story window were killed, bat when 
the fire was subdued so that the firemen 
could enter they found that fifteen dead 
bodies lay in a heap on the fifth floor and 
one on the fourth. There were six who 
jumped from the window and were killed, 
and one man after saving the lives of two 
women by letting down a rope from the 
roof was himself killed by the burning of 
the same rope before he reached the 


of the proprietor of the printing works. 
The fire originated by the explosion of a 
gasoline stove on the ground floor. The 
flames entered the elevator chute, which 
is near the stairway, and all chance of 
escape was thus cut off. The killed were 
mostly employes of the dye works, which 
occupied a portion of the building. ~ In 
addition to the list of those who were 
killed by leaping from the fifth story, 
.eleven more corpses were found inside the 
building, and search iy now being prose- 
cuted. The fifth story was completely 
burned out, but the wallis still standing. 
Ths other floors were not much damaged. 
It was not long before the fire was under 
control. The mass of telegraph and tele- 
phone wires prevented the firemen from 
putting up ladders promptly for the re- 
lief of the inmates. ri, 
CINCINNATI, May 21.—This city has had 
its ghare of shocking disasters, but never 
has one happened where such a pitiful loss 
of life has occurred as that of to-day with 
so little occasion. In less than fifteen 
minutes after the fatal blunder b-gan, 
sixteen Or seventeen persons perished. 
Looking over the scene after the event, it 
is plain that every life could have been 
easily saved. Short ‘as the time was, 
there was a display of thoughtful heroism 
that saved two lives, but one of the heroes. 
lost his own life. At 1:30 o’clock this 
afternoon, J. A. Green, city editor of the 
Times-Star, upon going up the stairway of 
his office, saw dense clouds of smoke issu- 
ing from the rear windows of building 
Nos. 10 and 21 West Sixth street, and im- ' 
mediately telephoned to the fire depart- 
ment an alarm, which brought the engines 
almost ingtantly, and as the firemen could 
reach the building from the front and 
rear it was not fifteen minutes until the 
fire was under control and Chief Engineer 
Wisby was able to reach the top floor, but 
be was too late to rescue the girls em- 
ployed there, and to his horror he found 
ten dead bodies with hands to their faces 
and faces blackened and discolored in 
death. The Chief said in speaking of it: 
‘‘The house is not burned out. In fact, 
the fire was chiefly in the fifth story. I 
counted ten girls lying upon benches, 
tables and other things; some on the | 
floor, Their clothing was not burned, 
but the skin on the back of their hands 
was scorched. It was a terrible sight, 
the worst I ever saw in my experience. 
The girls lay where they had fallen in 
their wild and helpless despair.”’ It has 
now been fairly ascertained that the fire 
started from a can of benzine on the 
second floor near the elevator shaft. A 
boy on that floor says he heard shouts, | 
and instantly leaped to the elevator shaft 
and darted up it. The shaft reaches to 
the top-of the building, and from the third 


‘| story to the fifth it was encircled by a 


wooden stairway, which was tke only 
means of access to those floors. The 
elevator shaft, to add to its combustibil- 
ity, was encased with a thin wooden lat- 
tice work. . The second floor, where the 
fire started, was the press room, and thie 
third the composing-room, fourth storage 
and waste room, and the fifth the folding 
room. As s00n-as the fire started John 
Sullivan, a young man, a cousin of the 
proprietor, ran up the stairway to the 
fifth floor to give warning to the girls. 


to get them down the stairway and that 
his owh retreat was cut off. What he did 
for the frightened girls could only be told 
by glimpses that could be seen of him 
through the smoking windows, whence 
the girls had leaped to death. J. R. 
Kinsley’s son and his foreman had gone 
to their roof adjoining this one west, and 
knowing the girls were imprisoned on the 
floor below they procured a rope and low- 
er¢d it to the window where Sullivan was. 
He instantly grasped it, and tening 
one of the girls to it he helped heF~out of 
the window, and Kinsley and Shroeder low- 
ered her safely to the sidewalk. ‘ The rope 
was brought back,and Sullivan quickly 
fastened it to another girl and sent her 
down safely. The rope came up the third 
time, and as the other girls by this time 
were all suffoca'ed or were afraid to ven- 
ture, Sullivan fastened the rope to his 
cwn body and was being lowered, when, 
as he was half way down, the flames shot 
out of the window and he fell head-fore- 
most to the sidewalk in the presence of a 
horrified crowd of people who had wit- 
nessed his heroism. When the girls were 
jumping from the window a large colored 
man heroically tried to catch them and 
break the force of their fall. He nearly 
lost his own life in the attempt. Within 
ten minutes after the fire began the pa- 
trol wagons were called into use to carry 
away the wounded and dead. As well as 
can be ascertained there were about fifty 
occupants of the building, of whom 
twenty or twenty-five were girls on the 
fifth story. The boys were on the second 
and third floors, and this accounts for 
their escape. All agree that the spread 
of the flames was almost instantanevuus. 
Mr. Kinsley, who ran to his upper floor in 
the rear, where the flames were in danger 
of coming through his window, found the 
smoke so dense that he had to crawl on 
the floor to reach his window to close it. 
All thig while there was an avenue of es- 
cape which the panic-stricken girls did 
not think of. There was an opening in 
the roof which they could have easily 
reached from a bench standing beside the 
wall, and once onthe roof they could 
have reached the other building with 
perfect ease. The lack of ready access fo 
this place cost all these lives. — 

The fire was so insignificant that the 
wooden stairway around the elevator 
shaft is not burned so as to be useless or 
unsafe, yet the flames seem to have per- 
vaded all the floors and to have ruined 
all the paper and other light combustible 
matter. Sullivan estimates his loss at 
six to ten thovsand dollars, with ample 
insurance. The loss to the building is 
slight. The scenes at Habig’s undertak- 
ing establishment, where the bodies were 
taken and where the friends and relatives 
came to identify them, were of the most 
painful character. In one case a police- 
man of: Covington, Kentucky, identified 
his sisters Lizzie and Dollie Handel, who 
were twins. Mrs. Meir found the body of 
her daughter, and had to be led away from 
the terrible sight. Mrs. Lebanan had an 
awful experience of finding her three 
daughters among the dead. The “total 
list as now made upis as follows: Anna 
Bell, aged 40, wife of P. Bell, No. 26 Lock 
street; Dollie and Lizzie Handel, twin

Nannie Shep- 
herd, head badly cut, lives on Howard 
street. Already preparations are in pro- 
gress for the relief of the faniilies of the 
victims, most of whom were the support 
of dependent parents.

THE OLD TESTAMENT.

| New Yorr, May 21.—Messrs. Fank and 


with the revised Old Testament, a com- 
panion to it from the pen of Dr. Chambers, 
one of the American revisers, who is fa- 
miliar with the work from the beginning. 
The progress of the language rendered 
many changes necessary of words and 
phrases now obsolete and hence unintelli- 
gible. The following are some specimens, 
allfrom the Old Testament. There are 
many renderings declared to be incorrect 
by all lexicons and commentaries of a 
critical character. For example: The 
word ‘hypocrite’ is found eight times 
in the Book of Job, yet in not 
one of them does the original 
term have that meaning. Soone of the 
oblations mentioned often in the Penta- 
teuch and elsewhere is called a ‘‘meat of- 


fering,’’ which leads the reader to suppose 
that it is an animal sacrifice, whereas the 
Hebrew means ‘‘an unbloody’’ oblation, 
and is correctly rendered a ‘‘meal offer- 
ing.”’ In the following list the incorrect 
words are placed first, with reference to 
one of the places where it occurs, and 
then the true meaning as gemerally ac- 
cepted among scholars:

In iv, 23, the song of 
Lamech is made< more intelligible by 
making the second couplet read: ‘For I 
have slain a man for wounding me and a 
young man for bruising me.” In xiii, 3, 
“Abraham went up outof Egyptin the 
South. ‘The printing of the last word 
with a capital lettsr shows it refers to a 
definite region, the Legeb, and thus avoids 
the incongruity of the a. v. in leading one 
to think that the patriarch reached Pales- 
tine by going south from Egypt. In 
verse 18, “the plain of Mamre, which is 
in Hebron,’’ is changed to ‘‘the oaks of 
Mamre, which are in Hebron,’’ because 
this is the meaning of the Hebrew, and 
there is no plain in Hebron or its vicinity. 
(See xiy, 13, and xvilii, 1.) In xviii, 19, 
“For I know him that he will 
command his children and his household 
after him’’ is changed to ‘*‘For I have 
known him to the end that he may com- 
mand,’ ete. In xxiv., 2, ‘‘Abraham said 
to his eldest servant of his house” is made 
to read ‘‘Abraham said to his servant, the 
elder of his house,’’ which is what the 
Hebrew means. In xxxiii., 18, ‘‘And Jacob 
came to Salem, a city of Shechem,”’ the re- 
vision reads ‘‘Came in peace to the city of 
Shechem’’ because no sueh city as Salem 
is known. In the prophecy of Jacob (Gen. 
xxix, 9,) for several manifest reasons 
Reuben is charged with being not 
‘‘unstable’’ but as the original word 
means ‘‘boiling over,’’ that is, impulsive or 
excitable, which exactly describes his char- 
acter as shown by his conduct on various 
occasions. In the fifth verse instruments 
of crueity are in their habitations, on the 
‘Margin of the a. v. ‘‘weapons of violence 
are their swords” is inserted ia the text, 
as being more literal and more expres- 
sive. In the ninth verse, instead of say- 
ing that Judah‘couched ‘‘as an old lion’’ 
the revision returns to Tyndalle’s more 
accurate rendering, ‘‘as a lioness.’’ 
Exodus xi, 22, ‘‘a stranger in a strange 
land,’ is rendered ‘‘a sojourner in a 
strange land.’’ In the Song of Triumph, 
after passing the Red sea (xv) the vivid- 
ness and poetical language of the — 
lyre are shown in the revision by the 
change of the past tense into the present 
in xv, 5-7, and of the future into the past 
in xv, i4-16, a change required by 
the original. In the obscure 
passage Ex., xvii, 16, the text retains 
the rendering of the a. v., while the 
margin gives the more literal sense of the 
Hebrew because there is a hand, i. e., the 
hand of Amalek against the throne of the 
Lord, therefore the Lord will have war 
with Amalek from generation to.genera- 
tion. In the second Commandment xxv, 
we have a slight change ‘visiting the 
iniquities of the fathers upon the children 
upon the third and the fourth generation 
of them that hate me,”’ the exact sense of 
ng original. The sixth command, v. 13, 
is after the pattern of the Prayer-Book 
and the a. v. in Matt., xix, 10, given as 
‘‘Thou shalt do no murder,”’ and the same 
in Deut., v, 17. The advantage of this 
rendering is that it needs no limjtation or 


explanation. To kill is often law- 
fu and sometimes 3a duty, but 
to do murder is wrong always 
and everywhere. In ‘Tabernacle of 


the congregation”’ is changed to ‘‘tent of 
meeting.’’ In the word Jehovah the a. v. 
is followed, the revisers not thinking it 
advisable to insert it. uniformly in place 
of ‘‘Lord”’ or *‘God,’’ which, when printed 
in small capitals, represent the words 
substituted by Jewish custom for the 
ineffable name of technical terms from 
the Hebrew.

RUSSIA FORTIFYING FINLAND GULF 


Hartington Declines to Explain the Deten- 
tion of the Guards—The London 
Times on the Situation. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Lonpon, May 21.—Consols closed at 
99 7-16 last night, and opened this morn- 
ing at 99 3-16 and before one o’clock they 
had fallen to 98 3-16, and are now quoted 
at 98 15-16. Home and foreign funds are 
depressed in consequence of the general 
feeling that Russia will permit no peace- 
ful settlement of the present trouble, but 
that she is bent on having war. The de- 
laying of the return of the Guards from 
Egypt to England, and news that comes 
from India in regard to continued war 
preparations there has caused the most 
uneasy feeling upon the ,various ex- 
changes. 
TEHERAN, May 21,—The Governor of 
Persian Sarikhs has granted the request 
of the Russian commander at Merv to al- 
low two battalions of Russian’ troops to 
march through Persian territory on the 


left bank of the Tejenden river, the 
roads on the right side being flooded. 

Sr. PererspurG, May 21.—-Rumors are 
current that Anglo-Russian negotiations 
have collapsed. — 

PILESENGBORO, May 21.—Russia is con- 
structing batteries at strategical points: 
along the Gulf of Finland. Large orders 
have been issued for gun carriages. 

Lonpon, May 21.—-In the Commons this 
afternoon the Marquis of Hartington, 
Secretary for War, in reply to a question 
by Sir Stafford Northcote, stated it was 
not thought by the government desirable 
to give reasons for the detention of the 
Guards at Alexandria. It was stated by 
the government some time ago, added 
Lord Hartington, that it was desirable. to 
concentfate the British troops then in 
the Soudan for possible service else- 
where. That occasion has not yet been 
suspended. 

THE THUNDERER ON THE SITUATION. 
~ Lonpon, May 21.—The Times returns 
to the Bosphore incident for editorial dis- 
cussion, and makes it a subject upon 
which to base a general review of the 
whole situation in Egypt at the present 
moment, as affected\by the conflicting in- 
terests of the various European powers. 
In the course of this article it says: 
‘‘There is too much reason to fear that a 
hostile combination against British in- 
fluence and interest in Egypt has been 
organized by the Earupean powers. Their 
action in respect to Egyptian complica- 
tions, and in forcing the Khedive by their 
protest to refund the five percentage 
which had been deducted from the amount 
of the coupons has been clearly intended 
to show that they’are determined to in- 
sist upon every point against England. 
This opposition of Enropern powers to 
British interests in Egypt,’’ the Times dis- 
tinctly says, ‘‘must be taken into account 
in any determination of the future policy 
of England upon the Nie. We 
have, however,’ the ar.icle contin- 
ues, ‘“‘the advantage of possession, and 
this is a fact which just now it is not 
amiss to emphasize.” Speaking of the 
order issued yesterday detaining in Egypt 
the Guards, who were on their way home 
from Suakim, the same article says: 
** "here is no need to attribute this action 
to the Anglo-Russian difficulty. There is 
more than enough in te affairs of Egypt 
to force the necessity of precaution, if not 
to justify a positive disquiet.” 

Lonpon, May 21.—The Admiralty has 
telegraphed orders to Portsmouth to pre- 
pare the man-of-war Cormorant for sea as 
rapidly as possible, and to expedite the 
work on the ironclads Sultan, Rupert, 
Devastation and Polyphemus, preparatory 
to joining the fleet. 

Lonpon, May 21.—In the lobbies of 
Parliament to-night there are renewed 
rumors of dissensions in the Cabinet, 
chiefly in connection with the renewal of 
the Irish crimes act, and modifications of 
the budget.

Wait Upon the President. 

WASHINGTON, May 21.—A delegation 
representing the Grand Army of the Re- 
puviic of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania and the Veterans’ Rights 
Union, called on the . President, 
Secretary Manning and General Black. 
Commissioner of Pensiops, to-day, in the 
interest of the enforcement of the law

The delegation called on Colo- 
nel Lamont, the President’s . private Sée- 
retary, and informed him of what had 
been said at the interview with the Prési- 
dent, and obtained from him the assur- 
ance that he would promptly lay before 
the President any communication 
from them.

directed the President’s notice. They 
also called his attention especially to the < 
removal of the assistant custodian of the 
Philadelphia postoffice building, am ex- 
soldier, and the appointment of a civilian» 
to succeed him.

Perfumes and Disinfection. 

From the Gentleman’s Magazine.} 

Professor Mantegazzi found that 
nearly all the essences used in perfum- 
ery, and many others not appropriated 
by the perfumer, when exposed to air 
and light, develop ozone. He says that 
the ‘‘oxidization of these essences is 
one of the most convenient means of 
producing ozone since, even when in. 
very minute quantity; they can ozonize 
a large quantity of oxygen, while their 
action is very persistent; that in the 
greater number of cases the essences, 
in order to develop ozone, require the 
direct rays of the sun; in a small num- 
ber of cases they effect the change with 
diffased light; in few or none in dark- 
ness.”” Even a vessel that has been 
perfumed with an essence and after- 
wards washed and dried, still develops 
ozone, provided a slight odor remains. 
The most effective essences are those of 
cherry, laurel, palma rosa, cloves, lav- 
ender, mint, juniper, lemons, fennel 
and bergamot; the less effective 
are anise, nutmeg, cajeput and 
thyme. Mantegazzi adds that cam- 
phor, as an ozonogenio agent, is inferior 
to any of the above named essences.’’ 
These facts should be better kuown 
than they are. Our grandmothers used 
perfumes as disinfectants, and ozone 
being the most effective of oxidizing 
disinfectants, it -appears that they 
were right. "In the East, where there is 
much need of atmospheric purification, 
the old faith in perfumes still remains. 
With us it is now generally supposed 
that such perfumes merely hide the 
malodour and deceive us, but if spate 
gazzi and Dr. Anders are right, this 
modern notion is a fallacy.

FATHER PRENDERGAST’S ADDRESS.

Hugh Lyon Playfair, a Scotchman
